U.S. Plans to 
Help Combat 
Boll Weevils 


Washington, March 3 —(fl>)— An 


expenditure of more than $59,000 
to help farmers combat cotton boll 
weevils is planned by the buteaui 
of entomology in the fiscal year 
starting July 1. 


This information was given to a 


house appropriations 
subcommit- 


tee by Dr. A. S. Rohwer, assist- 
ant chief of the bureau. His testi- 
mony was made public today. 


Rohwer said that the past sea- 


son the bureau 
spent 
$50,000 to 


give advice to rarmers on timing 
the cotton-insect poisons. 


Chairman Whitten (D-Miss) 
of 


the subcommittee questioned Roh- 
wer as to why the bureau mere- 
ly furnishes advice to farmers on 
cotto nboll weevil control while it 
provides poison bait, for instance, 
in the grasshopper 
control 
pro- 


gram. 


Rohwer said that the grasshop- 


per migrates long distances and 
an individual farmer cannot pro- 
tect himself from pests moving in 
on him from fields where there is 
no control. 


But the boll weevil, w h i l e 
it 


comes out of woodlands and moves 
across roads, does not more foi 
many miles, he said. 


Rohwer said the bureau also is 


planning an action program this 
year against the pink boll worm 
which damages cotton fields. It is 
to be included in a program for 
control o£ insects and diseases fo 
which the bureau is asking a to 
tal of $1,264,000.

"stop strike" orders 


which preceded the new injunction. 


Keech yesterday acquitted 
the 


union of contempt of court despite 
the miners' defiance, holding that 
the government failed 
to prove 


the shutdown was more than an in- 
dividual action by each miner. 


The new injunction runs for 80 


days, less the 20 days which al- 
ready have expired under the tem- 
porary 
orders. Under the 'Taft 


Hartley law, the justice 
depart- 


ment must go to court 60 • days 
hence, if the strike 
is not settled

injunction.

Keech used the same language 


as in the earlier orders. The par-

Harmless 
Says Physician 


Baltimore, March 3 —(/P)—A Bal- 


.imore physician 
has 
offered 
to 


lave 40 cubic centimeters of 
air 


njected into his veins in in behalf 
of the defense in the New Hamp- 
shire "mercy killing" trial. 


Forty cubic centimeters is the 


amount allegedly injected into the 
veins of a Manchester, N. H., can- 
cer victim for whose death Dr. 
Herman N. Sander is now being 
tried. 


Dr. Harry M. Robinson, profes- 


sor of dermatology at the Univer- 
sity of Maryland and instructor of 
syphilogy at Johns Hopkins Medi- 
cal school, said yesterday he has 
injected "40 or more" centimeters 
of air into the veins of many pa- 
tients without any harmful effects. 


Dr. Robinson's 
offer 
stipulated 


rhat his son, also a physician, give 
,hc injection and that it be done in 
Saltimore. He said he can't leave 
:he city at this time because of 
the demands of his practice. 


Dr. Robinson declared: 
"Injections of air into the veins 


cannot cause death. Air that is in- 
jected into the veins goes to the 
right side of the heart and then to 
the lungs, whore it disappears. 


"There are no results at all — 


either good or bad. The air sim- 
ply has no effect." 


However, some of Dr. Robon- 


soh's colleagues at Hopkins and 
Maryland disputed his 
contention 


in general and stated that air in 
the vein can kill. They declined 
use of their names. 


The other doctors said, on Ihe 


other hand, they did not believe 40 
centimeters of air adiministered 10 
centimeters at a time as Dr. San- 
der is alleged to have done was 
"liable to kill." 


Dr. Robinson said that in treat- 


ment of syphillis patients where 
aresenic isused, "we often noticed 
small amounts of air in with the 
injection." 


He said "there is absolutely no 


danger from air injection into the 
veins."

case of Dr. Klaus Fuchs, natural- 
ized British subject who has been 
convicted in London of betraying 
Anglo-American a t o m i c secrets 
nd has been sentenced to 14 years 
n prison. 


The moral 
is that anyone who 


subscribes to communism 
of the 


soviet brand pledges his loyalty to 
Moscow, irrespective of his nation- 
ality. A lot of folks seem to have 
failed to grasp that cardinal fact 
and it may be that Fuchs was one 
of those who missed the point — 
until it was too late.
